Here we 
have two of the most outstanding iris we 
have seen in recent years, not of our own 
breeding, but bred by the late Mr. Luke 
Norton and grown by us from seedlings. 
We know that you will not be disappoint- 
ed in any way with either of them and we 
think so much of them we wanted to in- 
troduce them ourselves even though we 
specialize in daylilies. 


ARLENE WOOD 


One of the most beautiful iris in any gar- 
den today, a cross of Vision Fugitive X 
Turquoise Frill (Seedling) by the late Mr. 


Luke Norton, originator of many iris 
ereats inciudiig Syivia Wiurray. This’ iris 
has everything it takes, fine growing 


habits, good branching, blooming medium 
late and blooming over a much _ longer 
period than most. Probably the heaviest 
ruffled iris to date with great substance 
and the overall flower is large, being twice 
the size and ruffling of Chantilly. The color 


is something different, the standards be- 
ing a beautiful dove orchid and dome 
tightly closed in a whorl. The falls open 
an intense lilac orchid, quickly aging to 
soft orchid center with edging of deeper 
lilac orchid. The haft is extremely clean 
and the beard soft lemon. Falls are wide 
and well balanced. The overall picture of 
this iris in a clump is exquisite. This iris 
has been highly commended by many of 
the best iris judges in the west. 


JANE HOFFORD 


This great iris is a full sister to Arlene 
Wood and is identical in every way except 
in color. The flower opens a full rich 
cream, aging to soft cream in the Stand- 
ards and the falls to a cream white center 
edged inviemon which js enhanced by ie 
intense ruffling of the whole flower. Ex- 
cellent branching, a good producer. It 
blooms at the same time as Arlene Wood 
and as stated above, cannot be told from 
each other except in color. Here again we 
have the clean haft and a beard of match- 
ing lemon.

An outstanding feature is the fact 
that this plant has about every other 


bloom double, being perfect in form, hav- 
ing eight or more petals and sepals. Crepe 
like in texture, heavy in substance and a 
very lasting bloom. It is medium early 
and 42 inches in height, not a fast increas- 
er, but makes large robust plants. It is a 
remontant bloomer here. $10.00 


AUGUST CHARM: A salmon pink that 
will be hard to beat in the class. A large 
medium bloomer 42 inches tall, giving a 
clear orange sherbet effect in the clump. 
The bloom opens out flat and wonderfully 
recurved in petals and sepals. A small 
green throat surrounded by a pale yellow 
eyezone which runs out through each pet- 
al and the flush of pink edges both sepals 
and petals. It is a good increaser and a

LAVENDER LACE: It would be hard to 
describe this daylily better than the name 
does. It is a very beautiful soft lacey lav- 
ender, a heavy bloomer and a fast grow- 
ed. It grows 42 inches in height and has 
ideal habits. It opens many blooms at 
once and they are large blooms of soft 
lavender with a creamy throat. It is med- 
ium in season and we Know that you will

The 
bloom is cup shaped, the petals and sepals 
curving outward, showing the creamy 
center which extends through the petal in 
a line to the end. It is a mid-season bloom- 
er and very prolific and a fast increaser. 
It is beautiful in a clump and combines 
wonderfully well with shades as in Alice 
and also with darker varieties as Myr- 
ande. Plant is very robust and grows 42

SNOWY EGRET: The great new near 
white. We have received many inquiries 
asking if this daylily is really white. There 
are many shades of red and many shades 
of all colors and this is true with white. 
We accept the great gladiolus, Leading 
Lady, aS a white as well as many other 
flowers of like coloring. In Snowy Egret 
we have a bloom that opens from a pale 
cream bud to a pale cream flower. This 
cream coloring recedes to the throat leav- 
ing the upper parts of the petals and se- 
pals a birch bark white. The throat re- 
tains the light cream yellow giving a most 
beautiful effect. The bloom is mid-season 
on a very husky plant which is slow to 
increase. Height 42 inches. We have the 
opinion of several daylily judges that this 
is the. finest they have seen in the new 
near whites. We regret that one half of 
the stock of Snowy Egret was discarded 
in error and the reservations taken for 
1953 spring delivery has used up our sur- 
plus stock and we shall not be able to 
make further deliveries until the fall of 
1953.

MISS YAKIMA: Orange Beauty X Val- 
iant, a true golden orange of great beauty 
and a pure self with the exception of the 
midrib of white that runs through each 
petal to the end and on days of high hu- 
midity, the petal and sepal edges are trim- 
med in white. A huge six inch of rounded 
form and texture of deep satiny smooth- 
ness. It is well branched, a medium sea- 
son remontant bloomer and a good propa- 
gator. Height 42 inches. This flower will 
stand up under sun for all day and late at 
night and has heavily ruffled edges. $10.00
